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ONE HUNDRED AND SECOND SESSION 




Report of the Seashore Divinity School. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The seventh annual session of the Seashore 
Divinity School was held at the Seashore Camp Ground, June 22nd 
to July 1st, 1915, with a very satisfactory attendance considering the 
financial depression resulting from the great war in the East. In 
fact, the attendance was quite equal to that of last year and in excess 
of that of several sessions. 

The three platform lecturers were unusually strong and attractive. 
The general opinion of those present during the session was that the 
work done in this department has never been surpassed. 

Dr. Geo. L. Robinson, of Chicago, is a man of large ability in his 
special field of Old Testament exegesis. His expositions were strong, 
clear, comprehensive, but conservative, captivating his audience with 
every lecture. 

Rev. Allen Hoben, Ph.D., one of the foremost educators, preachers 
and specialists on the boy problem, was heard with delight and profit 
through his series of talks on the “Minister and the Boy.” 

Rev. W. J. Young, D.D., of Emory University, lectured throughout 
the session on “The Preacher.” His deliverances were intellectual, 
spiritual and inspiring. None of our preachers could hear this gifted 
son of our own Church without having created in him an earnest 
desire to be a bigger man and a more useful preacher and pastor. 

The Dean, Rev. H. H. McNeill, of Alabama, is peculiarly fitted 
for the responsible position to which he has been re-elected, being a 
man of scholarship, keen insight into human nature and of deep 
spirituality. He is ably assisted by a strong faculty of picked men 
from the participating Conferences. The work done by the under- 
graduates, under the instruction of these men, was very gratifying, 
surpassing in practical results, possibly, the work of former sessions. 

The Divinity School in promoting greater efficiency in our min- 
istry is dependent upon the sympathy, the co-operation and financial 
aid of the patronizing Conferences. It requires money to command 
the services of specialists, who are in demand everywhere, to instruct 
our young men and to stimulate the rank and file of the ministry to 
undertake, by improved methods, greater things for the Kingdom of 
God. We come before you, therefore, urging upon the Boards of 
Education to make liberal appropriations for the support of the School 
next session. Nothing less than the full amount appropriated last 
year will be sufficient to meet the demands that are upon us. 

With your help and prayers your Board of Directors will be able 
to make this School a great recruiting and training field as well as a 
spiritual force for our Church and the Kingdom of God.

Report of Committee on Temperance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 



Dear Brethren: — We are glad to be able to report progress steady 
and substantial, and rather rapid in the spread of prohibition. Other 
states are falling into the ranks of the saloonless. We have now 
nineteen. In others where state-wide prohibition does not prevail 
large areas are dry. In the nation altogether the saloonless area far 
exceeds the wet. The Federal Government reports a gratifying de- 
crease of revenue from the liquor business. The brewers and distillers 
have read the hand-writing on the wall. The Christian people every- 
where are cherishing the hope of a saloonless nation by 1920. Even 
the warring nations of Europe are falling into line with this growing 
prohibition sentiment. 



We offer the following for your adoption: 



Resolved: First, that we renew our plea to the Federal Congress 

for a nation-wide prohibition law enforced by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and to this end we urge our Federal Senators and Representa- 
tives to use all the influence they can wield to advance this interest. 

Resolved: Second, that we heartily commend the fine work for 

the cause of prohibition being done by the Womans Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and the Anti-Saloon League, and hereby pledge to 
these very worthy organizations, our heartiest co-operation, and urge 
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our pastors, whenever opportunities offer, to open their churches to 
accredited representatives of these organizations.

Resolution: Amending State Constitution. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Whereas, Under the provisions of Sections 269 and 270 of the 
Constitution of this State all devises of real estate or of any interest 
therein, and all gifts or bequests of money or personal property, 
whether made directly to or in trust in favor of any religious or 
ecclesiastical corporation, denomination or association are declared 
to be null and void; and 

Whereas, The continuing in force of these provisions of the Con- 
stitution will prevent the colleges, hospitals, orphanages and other 
educational and charitable enterprises of this and other religious 
denominations of this State from receiving many gifts of property and 
money and will thereby retard the development of such institutions 
and enterprises and work irreparable injury to them; and 

Whereas, The said sections of the Constitution now serve no 
good purpose and should be repealed as a whole; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, hereby respectfully memorializes the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi to take at its approaching session such 
action as will provide for the submission to the people of the State 
the question of the amendment of the Constitution by the elimination 
of said sections 269 and 270; and be it further 

Resolved, That the chair be authorized to appoint a committee 
of five to act with similar committees from other religious denomina- 
tions in endeavoring to secure by all proper means the favorable 
action of the Legislature upon the request herein contained.

The following report of the Hospital Committee was read. 
Pending its adoption, H. M. Ellis, Field Secretary of the 
Methodist Hospital, addressed the Conference. The report 
was adopted: 

Report of the Hospital Committee. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We have heard with interest and appreciation 
the report of our Hospital Commissioners and the statement of the 
Field Secretary, Rev. H. M. Ellis. 

We regret that the simple plan adopted by the last conference for 
raising the necessary funds for opening the Hospital failed for lack 
of co-operation on the part of pastors and Sunday school superin- 
tendents, and that financial conditions prevailing during the year have 
made it impossible to secure the amount needed. But we note with 
pleasure that, in spite of adverse conditions, our Field Secretary has 
raised during the year $15,000 in cash and more than $10,000 in addi- 
tional subscriptions, and that all obligations have been promptly met 
and advance made. 

We fear that our people have not yet awakened to the real need 
for this institution. We therefore call on our pastors and presiding 
elders, the recognized leaders and teachers of the Church, to faith- 
fully instruct our people and impress upon them the urgency of this 
need. Hospital service is more in demand today than ever before, 
and this demand is constantly increasing. Other denominations are 
responding to the movings of the Spirit of Christ and providing such 
institutions, and it is unfair that we fail to make provision for our 
own sick and unfortunate, and so force our people on the hospitals 
of other denominations and crowd them out. And we not only need 
our Methodist Hospital to minister to the afflicted who must have 
such service or die, but that we may adequately express and demon- 
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strate the Christ spirit of our own church, and that our practice may 
agree with our profession of sympathy. Let our preachers make this 
clear to our people, without waiting for the visits of the Field Secre- 
tary, whose great field renders it impossible for him to reach all. 

We offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we heartily unite with the other conferences en- 
listed in this movement in setting apart and faithfully observing Sun- 
day, January 23, 1915, as HOSPITAL DAY, on which, or as near 
thereto as possible, all our congregations and Sunday schools shall 
be solicited and urged to make a worthy offering to this greatly 
needed institution. 

Resolved, That we will in every way possible co-operate with and 
assist our Field Secretary in his campaigns and visitations of our 
churches and people during the coming year, and that we will pray 
for his success in the work and the speedy opening of the Hospital. 

We recommend to the Bishop the appointment of H. M. Ellis as 
Field Secretary of the Methodist Hospital, Memphis, Tenn., for the 
coming year. 

We recommend to the Conference the election of Rev. J. R. 
Jones, Rev. J. T. Leggett, Mr. L. N. Dantzler, Mr. P. H. Enochs and 
Mr. W. E. Lampton as Hospital Commissioners for the Mississippi 
Conference for the ensuing year.

The following report of the Directors of the Methodist 
Orphans’ Home was read and adopted: 

Report of Board of Directors of the Orphans’ Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The Board of Directors of the Orphans’ Home, 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

During the year just closed the w r ork of the Methodist Orphanage 
of Mississippi, at Jackson, has proceeded with, in general, gratifying 
success. Among a family of over two hundred children there has not 
been a death or a serious case of illness. Interest in religious life, 
Sunday School, Epworth League and Church services, show the chil- 
dren to be spiritually inclined. With two exceptions, all over ten 
years of age are members of the church. Thirty-eight joined during 
the year. Good work has been done in the day school and an efficient 
corps of teachers have been employed for the present session. 

The two hundred acre farm, located about three miles from Jack- 
son, has proven a good investment. About 19 of the older boys, under 
the supervision of an efficient manager whose wife looks after the 
yield, this year made a fine crop of hay, corn and oats.

On Sept. 16th, 1915, the Auditors report showed an indebtedness 
of $1,407.09. The bills that were due and those that became due dur- 
ing the month brought the total indebtedness up to approximately 
$3,000.00, all of w T hich was paid off by Work Day, and monthly con- 
tributions, excepting the above mentioned $636.75 deficit. 

At a called meeting of the Executive Committee of the Orphans’ 
Home Board in mid summer, following the annual meeting of the 
Board in June the resignation of Rev. W. M. Williams, as manager, 
was accepted to take effect as soon as a man could be found to fill 
the vacancy. 

On Sept. 11th, a meeting of the entire Board was held in Jackson 
and Rev. J. B. Randolph was elected as manager, with the under- 
standing that he was not to live in the dormitory, as former managers 
had, but should secure a cottage near the grounds and have his office 
in the Orphanage. The Board feels that the affairs of the Home will 
prosper under the supervision of the new manager. The assistants 
are loyal to him and the children have learned to love “Brother 
Randolph.” 

Every phase of the Orphanage life is moving on harmoniously. 
Classes for the instruction of the children in domestic science, short 
hand and bookkeeping, sewing and nurse training, have recently been 
organized without any addition to the usual running expense. 

The Board of Directors assures the Conference that it will at all 
times exercise a watchful care over the bodies, minds and souls of 
the little ones intrusted to it, and bespeaks the continuation of the 
hearty co-operation of the church in this great and important depart- 
ment of the Master’s work. 

We commend the plan of monthly contributions which has been 
adopted by a number of churches and Sunday schools, for this method 
alone made it possible to meet the monthly expenses of the institu- 
tion during this year of financial depression. 
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The term of office as directors of M. L. Burton and S. J. Taylor 
expires with this session of your Conference and we respectfully ask 
that you elect to fill vacancies. 

M. L. Burton and S. J. Taylor were, on motion, elected as 
members of the Board of Directors of the Orphans’ Home to 
succeed themselves. 

Rev. J. B. Randolph, Manager of the Orphans’ Home, ad- 
dressed the Conference. 

The following resolution, concerning the Orphans’ Home 
monthly offerings was submitted by W. D. Davis and adopted : 

Resolution: Orphans’ Home Collections. 

Realizing the need of adequate financial support of our Orphan- 
age and the necessity of a systematic plan for contributions to meet 
the monthly obligations of the Institution, 

Resolved, That all the pastors, Sunday school superintendents and 
members be urged to observe one Sunday in each month for regular 
contributions to the Methodist Orphanage and that the same be sent 
promptly to the District Secretary of the Home in each Presiding 
Elder’s District, or to Rev. J. B. Randolph, Manager, Jackson, Miss.

REV. J. S. PARKER. 

Rev. James Simms Parker, late of the Mississippi Annual 
Conference, was born at Lauderdale Springs, Mississippi, 
December 12, 1850, and died at the home of his daughter-in-law, 
in Hattiesburg, Mississippi, December 18, 1914. Funeral 

services were held for him in Court Street Church on December 
20, conducted by the writer, assisted by E. H. Mounger, Rev. C. 
W. Crisler, Rev. D. E. Kelley, Rev. L. J. Jones, and O. S. Lewis. 
His tired body was laid to rest in the City Cemetery by the side 
of his son, James, who went away in April last. 

He was one of six children, born to his parents, two of whom 
are now living. The mother died when James was a small boy, 
but the second marriage of the father brought into the lives of 
the children a second true mother. For her Brother Parker 
carried a deep and tender affection to the day of Ms death, and 
she loved him as her own son. The father was not a Christian, 
but the deep, religious life and unceasing efforts of his step- 
mother was the agency under God, which brought salvation to 
that house. James was converted and joined the Methodist 
Church at the age of fourteen, and at once felt a call to the min- 
istry. “I conferred not with flesh and blood,” he said, “But at 
once began preparation for my life’s work.” He attended the 
village school until his seventeenth year, when he matriculated 
at Southern University, Greensboro, Alabama, remaining there 
three years, completing his Junior year. 

The data is not at hand to give the time he was licensed 
to preach, or the time of his ordination. While still a boy 
preacher, he was invited to hold a meeting at Lauderdale 
Springs, the home of his family, and in this meeting his father 
was converted and joined the church. The erection of a family 
altar in the home followed the father’s conversion. 

Brother Parker was admitted on trial in the Mississippi 
Conference in December, 1870. With the exception of four years 
in the Supernumerary relation, he continued in the active 
service in this Conference until the middle of October last year, 
when he was violently seized with his fatal illness. After some 
weeks of sickness at his home in Seminary, he was carried to 
the South Mississippi Infirmary at Hattiesburg, and was placed 
under the care of Dr. W. W. Crawford; but the work of his 
disease had gone too far to be arrested by human means, and 
after a month’s stay at the infirmary, he was carried to the 
home of his widowed daughter-in-law, where he was tenderly 







cared for until early in the morning of December 18th, when 
death came. 



The following gives the order of his pastorates, and time of 
service: Enon, one year; Mayersville, three years; Wilkinson, 

three years; St. Helena, four years; East Feliciana, two years; 
St. Helena, second term, two years; Sharon, two years; Ben- 
ton, two years; Newton, two years; Hattiesburg, two years; 
Lumberton, one year. At the close of his pastorate at Lumber- 
ton, he asked for, and was granted, a supernumerary relation, 
which was continued through four years. After this he served 
Westville, one year; Caseyville, one year; Gulfport, two years; 
Poplarville, two years; Shiloh, one year; Laurel, Fifth Street, 
two years; Summit, two years; Bentonia, one year; Jackson, 
Rankin Street, two years; Anguilla, one year; Adams, one year; 
Seminary, one year. 



While on the Wilkinson charge in 1875, he was united in 
marriage to Mrs. M. J. Wood, whose father, Wm. Fenn, was for 
many years an honored member of the Mississippi Conference. 
Sister Parker was fitted for her responsible position by early 
training in an itinerant's home, and by native gifts richly culti- 
vated. She has been a large contributor to the success of 
Brother Parker’s pastorate, but now suffers the double loss of 
her itinerant husband, and the itinerant’s work. In this family 
were reared five children — three of these being the children of 
Sister Parker by a former marriage. James W., the oldest son, 
died on April 17, 1914; the children remaining are, B. B. Parker, 
Denison, Texas; Mrs. D. B. Hoover, Talisheek, La.; Mrs. W. F. 
Ford, Nashville, Tenn., and K. P. Wood, Anguilla, Miss. 



This Memoir would not be complete without a reference to 
Brother Parker’s home life. A young man is never more atten- 
tive to his bride than he was to his wife until the day of his 
death. To the children in the home he was a companion, and 
his contact with them was marked by a deep affection. A son 
could not give to a mother more affection and care than he gave 
to his wife’s mother. He always spoke of her as, “Our dear 
mother,” and tenderly cared for her to the end of a long life. 
Always provident, he was able to give the children of the home 
needed advantages, and to make provision for the material 
comfort of his widow. She now lives in a cozy little home in 
Hattiesburg, which he provided in the day of his strength. 

He was a brotherly man. At all times courteous and affa- 
ble; he would go half-way and more to make friendships, and 
when made, he never broke them. I cannot recall ever having 
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heard him speak unkindly of anyone. His judgments of people 
were always formed and expressed in charity. His eyes were 
quick to see the good, and if he saw the bad the tongue was 
enjoined to silence. The gossip that reached his head was 
buried there. He let all blush-causing stories decay in the 
rubbish heap. 



His was the true spirit of the itinerant preacher. He was 
sometimes given long moves and hard fields of labor, but never 
complained that he had been afflicted in an appointment. How- 
ever small the field, there was labor enough to do to employ all 
his powers, and he worked under a conviction that there was a 
fitness in his gifts and the needs of the charge. He went to 
the task with an optimism that was inspiring, feeling that what 
ought to be done, could be done. But few men were more suc- 
cessful than he in dealing with discouraged pastorates. 



Brother Parker was an untiring, impartial, sympathetic 
pastor; his energy made heavy drafts on his physical strength. 
He closed a revival meeting in which he was doing the preach- 
ing, to go to his death-bed. The rule of his life was to spend 
no more time anywhere than was necessary. His cordiality and 
brotherly approach opened to him the confidence of people in 
all walks of life. The ministries of his pastoral life blessed 
the home of the rich and poor alike; and his going in and out 
from home to home was a great shuttle in weaving the brother- 
hood of man. It required no effort for him to rejoice with the 
joyful, and to weep with the sorrowing. They were his brothers, 
and that which touched them touched him. The great hopeful- 
ness of his life has often put to flight the gloomy forebodings 
of discouraged souls. 



Brother Parker was not an ordinary preacher. The delivery 
of his sermons was most pleasant. To a dignified bearing and 
graceful movement, was added a full and rich voice. The sub- 
ject matter of his sermons was thoughtful and well arranged. 
With a splendid diction, and a fine grasp of the thought, his 
sentences were concise; it was easy for the hearer to give him 
attention. Theological speculation had no attraction for him. 
The sermons were practical and scriptural. The support for his 
positions were taken from inspiration, and the facts of life, 
rather than from the vagaries of science. There was a strong 
evangelical note in his preaching, and revival fires were fre- 
quently kindled in his services. That will be a great host in 
the Father’s house, who have come up through his ministry. 
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The death of his son, James, brought to Brother Parker a 
great sorrow, which augmented the ravages of the disease 
which had preyed on him for some time. He felt that the end 
could not be far off. More than once he was heard to say 
that the year 1914 would end his course on earth. The writer 
called to see him just before leaving for the Annual Conference 
at Columbia. With a semi-paralyzed speech he requested a 
superannuate relation, and added: “Tell my brethren I will 

probably never meet them in Conference again, but they will 
know where to find me.”

REV. WARREN C. BLACK, D.D. 

No other country has furnished so many examples as has 
our own of men who have successfully contended with fortune 
and circumstance and risen to distinction in life and service. 
To be born into that great typical American class whose 
heraldry is red blood, the choice of labor, and the love of do- 
mestic quietness, is to be favored of Providence. To this class, 
as has been demonstrated a thousand times, the church and the 
nation must look for their prophets and leaders. The life story 
now to be written, runs significantly back to the precedents 
and traditions of this racial nobility. 

Rev. Warren C. Black, D.D., was born in Copiah County, 
Mississippi, May 24th, 1843, being the son of William Black, 
a native of Georgia, but of clearly traced Irish decent. His 
mother, Eliza McRee, born in North Carolina, wes of Scottish 
blood, as clearly traced as was the Irish lineage of her husband. 
Thus was united in the son, the Celtic and Gaelic qualities, 
which have so largely made the romance and heroism of the 
western world. 

About the end of the territorial era of Mississippi history, 
the parents of Dr. Black, being then in their youth, were brought 
by their respective forebears to that state. The two families 
settled in the same district of Copiah County, where during the 
next decade, the young people were married. They began life 
very poor, but being industrious and frugal, they began early 
to prosper, and by the end of the life of the husband, in 1860, 
had accumulated a moderate fortune, consisting chiefly of land 
and slaves. Their farm house stood within two miles of the 
site of the present town of Gallman, and was the birth place 
of the subject of this sketch. The house was burned many 
years ago, and the lands were afterwards subdivided into many 
smaller tracts. 

The family of William Black consisted of ten children, three 
of whom died in infancy, the others reaching maturity. The 
eldest daughter, Mary Elizabeth, became the wife of Richard T. 
Hennington, who, after the war between the states, emmigrated 
to Brazil, where his descendents yet live. The second daughter, 
Rebecca Jane, married John Fletcher Enochs, of the well-known 
family of that name, in Jackson, Natchez, and Oklahoma City. 
A son, James Monroe, lived to the age of sixty, dying in March, 
1913. 










When about six years of age, the son, Warren, who was 
destined to bring distinction to the family name, was by the 
parents given to the care of a teacher in what for nearly a 
century, has been known as Bethesda School, in the neighbor- 
hood of the Black farmhouse. Dr. Black, in an unpublished 
autobiographical sketch, described this primitive place of 
learning as a small, rough, poorly lighted log cabin. In after 
years, this cabin was succeeded by a more pretentious struc- 
ture, described in the autobiography as sufficiently large for 
the use for which it was designed, with glazed windows, and 
also a stove. 

The farmer lad was studious and alert — the solvent of 
every difficulty in the equation of youthful fortune. He was 
given to out-of-school reading, a habit stimulated by the good 
sense and sympathetic interest of his mother. Books and 
periodicals suited to juvenile literary taste were scarce enough 
in that time and place, but some tales of adventure, a simple 
classic or two, a well worn outline of history, the Bible, a hymn 
book, and church paper, made the foundation of a research 
which in after years went into almost every field of literature 
and thought. In his more active years Dr. Black was not only 
a man of omniverous reading, but was also a man of catholic 
mental sympathies, and manifold capabilities. 

“I grew up with a habit of attending church,” he writes. 
Illuminating record. The power which gives the onward march- 
ing host of reform, and which evermore widens the vision of 
civilization, comes of the generation that on the Sabbath day 
crowd the rural altars of the land, more than from other cause 
or influence. So long as Israel stood with unpolluted hands 
before the altars of Jehovah, so long was Israel invincible. 
America’s glory and power today are not in her marble capitol, 
her army or navy, but in her unambitious and unlusting mil- 
lions who gird themselves with prayer, and listen with rever- 
ence to the evangel of truth. 

At the age of thirteen, Dr. Black was converted, and 
joined the Methodist Church, the church of his parents. As 
in his literary tendencies, so in his religious convictions, he 
acknowledges the potency of his mother’s sympathies and lead- 
ings. And so the records of life continually emphasize the 
meaning of a mother’s ascendency over the lives of her chil- 
dren. This mother died in 1888, after her son was well ad 
vanced in his career of honor and usefulness. 
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In 1861, young Black was a student in Centenary College. 
Jackson, Louisiana. He was then eighteen years of age; the 
breaking out of the war between the States caused the College 
to close before the end of the year, and thus was terminated 
the bright promise of mental advancement which had risen 
before him, and thus was he left to that hand-to-hand struggle 
for knowledge which. lasted throughout his years. For a few 
months after the discontinuance of the college classes he taught 
in the rustic school at Bethesda, but was soon led to give up 
the schoolmaster’s task for enlistment in the Confederate army, 
whose battalions were then forming in terrible earnestness. He 
was quickly advanced from the rank of a private to that of a 
Quartermaster Sergeant. After two years of service, he, with 
his entire command, became a prisoner of war, at the fall ol 
Port Hudson, on the lower Mississippi River. Having been in 
the same year paroled and exchanged, he re-entered the army 
as a member of the twenty-fourth Mississippi Battalion ol 
cavalry being elected Lieutenant of his company. The ranking 
officer of this company was John Wilkinson, an Irishman, who 
afterwards became an honored member of the Louisiana Con- 
ference. An associate lieutenant was David I. Purser, who later 
entered the ministry of the Missionary Baptist Church. With 
these two comrades, there being no Chaplain attached to that 
company, he supplied religious instruction to the men in the 
camp. “These non-ecclesiastical and unconventional services,” 
as he describes them, were honored of God, and produced last- 
ing results in the lives of not a few to whom they were offered. 

In 1864, during a visit on furlough to his mother’s home, 
he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Georgetown Circuit, Rev. William Fenn, pastor. He was then 
wdthin a few months of completing his twenty-second year. On 
March 24th, 1865, the young soldier-preacher was united in 
marriage to Miss Phebe Marshall, of Spring Ridge, Hinds 
County, Mississippi. This union continued for forty years, the 
faithful wife passing to her reward on January 10, 1909. To 
her memory the husband bears this pleasing testimony: “Her 

life was devoted to the service of God, her family, and the 
Church.” Her children have called her blessed. 

For four years immediately following his marriage, Dr. 
Black taught school at Bethesda, and this appears to have been 
the period of his own greatest advance in letters. He was a 
student teacher. He was also active in using his gifts as a 
preacher. As a local helper, he filled every Sabbath the pulpit 
of some church or chapel in the districts about. In 1870 and 
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I 1 1871 he was with his brother, James Monroe Black, engaged in 
a mercantile venture at Bolton, Mississippi, and during the 
latter year was also employed as supply on the Raymond Cir- 
cuit, which included the towns of Raymond, Bolton, and 
Clinton. 

In December, 1871, came the final and crowning decision of 
his life; he entered at that time the itinerancy, joining the 
Mississippi Conference, at its session in Meridian in the class 
of J. J. Smylie and H. W. Featherstun, the latter of whom alone 
remains. During the next twenty years he served six different 
| charges in the Conference as follows: Madison, Camden, Ed- 

wards, Jefferson Street, Natchez, Central Church, Meridian, and 
First Church, Jackson. 

I At the session of the conference held in the old First 
Church, Jackson, in December, 1877, the writer of this sketch 
was admitted into traveling connection on probation. To re- 
call the names and faces of the men familiar to the session of 
the body at that time, is an exercise which produces deep emo- 
tion. Amongst the acknowledged leaders of the Conference I 
« were W. H. Watkins, H. H. Montgomery, W. E. M. Linfield, H. 

F. Johnson, and Richard Abbey, each masterful in his way, and 
! the first three of unusual power in the pulpit. Charles K. Mar- 
shall, not being in active service, towered amongst his fellows 
clothed with the dignity of a Roman, and incarnating an elo- 
quence which had marked the age then closing. Amongst the I 
younger and maturing members of the conference were Charles 
B. Galloway, of glorious memory, Charles G. Andrews, the 
scholar and educator, Ransom Jones, the Knightly messenger of 
the blameless King, W. B. Lewis, the Saint John amongst his 
brethren, Hiram R. Singleton, the soul of gentleness, B. Cara- 

I dine, afterwards noted as an evangelist, and Edwin H. Mounger, 
a paragon of Christian manliness. To this group memory adds 
the name of Warren C. Black. He was strong, active and 
wide-awake; he had already entered fully into the confidence of 
his brethren, and was coming forward as a leader and man of 
affairs. A sermon preached by him before the Conference about 

I this time on the reference of the Master to the sparrows and 
lilies, showed in an astonishing way how scientific knowledge 
may be used to illustrate the truths of religion. It recalled the 
discourses of Dr. Alexander Means, the great Geologist preacher 
of Emory College. A year or two later he delivered before a 
session of the Crystal Springs Camp Meeting his justly celle- 

I brated address on the philosophy of Methodism. Being put into 
pamphlet form, this address enjoyed an extensive circulation, 
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and became the foundation of that church-wide distinction 
which his unusual talent had prophecied from the beginning of 
his ministry. 

In December, 1892, the Bishop presiding at the South 
Georgia Conference transferred him to that body, and stationed 
him at Mulberry Street Church, Macon, a church whose pulpit 
has enjoyed the ministry of many eminent and eloquent men. 
He might have remained there for a quadrennium, but in Octo- 
ber of his first year in that pastorate, he was offered and ac- 
cepted the Editorship of the New Orleans Christian Advocate. 
In this office he succeeded such famous men as H. M. McTyiere, 
John C. Keener, Linus Parker, Charles B. Galloway, and Chas. 
W. Carter. 

As an Editor he sustained a record of a student of times 
and thought, and showed himself a capable and fearless de- 
fender of righteousness, and the doctrins of the church. His 
term of editorial service extended over a period of seven years, 
at the end of which he returned to the pastorate in his native 
conference, being appointed to his old charge at First Church, 
Jackson, Mississippi. This experience was followed by succes- 
sive pastoral terms at Moss Point, Jefferson Street, Natchez, 
Brookhaven, and Court Street, Hattiesburg. In 1907 he was 
transferred by Bishop Ward to the North Mississippi Confer- 
ence, and stationed at Tupelo, to fill a vacancy caused by the 
election of the pastor, Dr. Lewis, to the agency of Millsaps 
College. At the end of the year he was re-transferred to the 
Mississippi Conference, and made Presiding Elder of the Meri- 
dian District. A pastorate at East End Church, Meridian, fol- 
lowed this, to be itself followed by an appointment to Edwards, 
where his health began to fail, making it necessary for him to 
ask to be relieved from active work. As a superannuate he 
lived for a considerable time at Tupelo, but more latterly re- 
sided at Meridian, where, on January 4th, 1915, he departed to 
be with the Master whom he had so long served and preached. 

It is impossible within the limits of a paper as brief as 
this must be, to more than outline the work and results of a 
life like that which is being treated of. In addition to being 
an unusually popular and effective preacher, Dr. Black in his 
years of strength, was welcomed to a large hearing on the 
lecture platform. The subject of these lectures was nearly al- 
ways religio-scientific. They were deeply engaging to every 
class of hearers, and instructive to an extraordinary degree. 
One of these lectures, “Genesis and Geology,” summed in a 
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truly learned way, the investigations and conclusions of geolo- 
gists and Bible critics up to the time of the lecturers work. 
“God in Nature,” was even more widely known, and received 
as a popular utterance. “Is Man Immortal?” a discourse given 
sometimes as a lecture, sometimes as a sermon, was delivered 
before one hundred and forty or more public audiences, in nine 
different states, from New York to Texas. Amongst these 
audiences were two state legislatures, and the constitutional 
convention of Mississippi, held in 1890. 

In the field of authorship, Dr. Black was also not without 
success. In addition to the pamphlet on “The Philosophy of 
Methodism,” he printed a “Centennial Retrospect,” “Temperance 
and Tetotalism,” and “Christian Womanhood,” the last named 
being a twelve mo. book of three hundred pages, which quickly 
ran through six editions, and left an unmistakable impression 
upon the public sentiment of the time. His rank in the world 
of letters and theology was in 1886 recognized by the Southern 
University, which conferred upon him the honorary title of 
Doctor of Divinity. About this time the presidency of two 
colleges were successively offered him, but he preferred the 
more active duties of the pastor. 

When he took charge of the New Orleans Christian Advo- 
cate he found the paper greatly embarrassed with debt. As 
Editor-Publisher he expended his strength to the point often 
of a nervous break-down, and permanently impaired his health, 
but with the assistance of his son, Rev. Marvin McKendree Black, 
who did much editorial writing for him, he was able, at the end 
of his term, to leave the paper in a good financial condition. 
One of the marked features of his editorial work was his ad- 
vocacy of temperance and prohibition, by which means' as well 
as in his pastorates in Mississippi, he contributed much to the 
success of the reform and legislative movements of his day. 

As a pastor. Dr. Black made a record of great faithfulness. 
He made it a rule to visit with especial dilligence the humble 
and the poor of his church, and to seek out strangers and new- 
comers. He was tactful and sympathetic, and steered clear of 
partisanism and strife. He was successful in adding members to 
the church, and also met the fiscal affairs of his pastorate in 
a business-like way. In faith he was strong, in labors abundant. 
He originated the organization of Wesley Chappel, Natchez, as 
also the West End Church in Meridian, and Rankin Street 
Church in Jackson. He was from the beginning a Trustee of 
Millsaps College, and one of the promoters of that splendid 
enterprise. 
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To Dr. Black were born eight children, only four of whom 
survive, namely, Warren F. Black, of Birmingham, Alabama; 
Rev. M. M. Black, a beloved pastor of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, and two daughters, Miss Ada L. Black, of Meridian, and 
Mrs. Clara A. Turner, of New Orleans, a widow. 

To his children he leaves the memory of a faithful and well- 
rounded life, and to his church the fruits of a loyal and conse- 
crated service. His end was peace. He had been confined to 
his room for fully three months before his death. He suffered 
much, but was uncomplaining, and remarkably cheerful. To 
his Presiding Elder, Bro. J. T. Leggett, who was leaving for 
Conference, he said: “I may drop off before you get back, but 

if so, you will know where to find me.” 

We shall know where to find him. With Smylie and Brad- 
ford and West and Weems, with Powell and McLaurin, with 
Parker and Mellen, and with others of his class and age, to- 
gether with the fathers ascended, we shall find him in the 
Kingdom of Glory and of God.

GEORGE ALEXANDER GUICE. 



Born October 6, 1852; died April 8, 1915. Admitted on trial 
by Annual Conference December, 1890. Served under Episcopal 
assignment twenty-four years, and part of twenty-fifth year. 
Active service recorded in journals of the Mississippi Conference 
cover ten charges as follows: 1891-3, Rocky Springs; 1894-5, 

Hermanville; 1896-7, Warren; 1898-9, Utica; 1900-01, Presiding 
Elder Meridian District; 1902-3-4, Shubuta; 1905-6-7, Anguilla; 
1908-9-10 and part of 1911, Saucier; part of 1911-12-13, Poplar- 
ville; 1914 and to April 8, 1915, Bay St. Louis. 

To write the life of a busy man should cover many pages 
of a book. A biography such as this brief note must be, can 
be only an outline. When the tree has come to be mature, 
strong-limbed, ripened fruit upon it, it is profitable to turn the 
mind back to where the young tree springs — where limb on limb 
push out in leaf and bloom; until mature and fruitful, it stands 
a glory to its grower, and a nourishment to men. We turn, then 
to early years in the life of Brother Guice, to where he came in 
young manhood upon the paternal plantation. 

In September, 1874, he was married to Medora Abigail 
Costly, daughter of an old Franklin County family. Inclining to 
the profession of law, his mind active and logical, we learn of 
him preparing on his farm for the practice of his profession 
which he began in 1882. 

This paper cannot admit detailed results of his career as a 
lawyer; yet it cannot omit admiring reference to it, since the 
practice of law amply disclosed the quality of the man, Brother 
Guice later proved himself to be. Adverting occasionally to 
this part of his life, he has spoken to this writer of experiences 
moving him. Spoke of his pleasure in serving poor clients, 
mentioning particularly negroes whose crops were threatened 
by rapacious merchants, they helpless to resist extortion. With 
ready sympathy he defended such clients with the vigor of in- 
born love of justice and fair dealing. Spoke of repugnance and 
reluctance in defending the bad cause. Distinction in his pro- 
fession and practice of law resulted in his election to the State 
Senate. At the Capitol and concerning his service there, the 
following high praise from the press of the city relative to 
Brother Guice’s conduct in handling an important measure will 
attest his characteristic adherence to principle: 

An editorial in the Clarion-Ledger of January 28, 1888, under 
the caption, “Two Men With Manhood,” says: “When the bill 
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first passed, and Senator Guice saw all the men who voted with 
him change their vote in favor of the bill, he remained alone 
the opponent of the bill, until finally with the aid of the Gov- 
ernor, and fifteen Senators, his ideas were victorious. Such 
men as these give us assurance that all the powers of appoint- 
ment and coveted political position cannot crush out the man- 
hood that remains, for there are Spartans yet alive.” 



As chairman of judiciary, his work distinguished him dur- 
ing a session memorable for the trial of a State official. Sym- 
pathetic, attentive, just, his public life bore clearly attested 
value. 



God’s call for him into his ministry must have been un- 
equivocally clear and strong, for his answer was prompt, unqual- 
ified, undelayed. He was admitted on trial into the Mississippi 
Conference in 1890. Humility and modesty were large charac- 
teristics of this lovable man. He coveted the best gifts, and 
appreciated his selection for positions of importance; but un- 
holy ambition spurring sometimes the Pastor to seek promi- 
nence of place, held no attraction for Brother Guice. Circuits were 
welcomed, and his full force went towards saving and serving his 
people. On the death of Dr. Charles G. Andrews, early in 1900, 
Brother Guice was appointed to supply the position of Presiding 
Elder of the Meridian District. Here the office brought no 
altered demeanor. Prompt, loyal, indefatigable, the Presiding 
Elder went upon his field, his single purpose the progress of his 
District. Modest, sympathetic, careful of points of law, he left 
the District bearing permanent impress of consecrated effec- 
tive energy. From Shubuta, Bishop Key appointed him to 
Anguilla. Hardly knowing where the new field was, he spoke 
with me about it on the train, on leaving the seat of the Con- 
ference. The kind face showed no change, only a bit of uncer- 
tainty as to the mind of his brethren towards him in his voice 
as he said: “When the Conference finds it cannot use me, it 

needs only to suggest it, and I will make way for the better 
man.” And for three following years his clean holy influence 
was strikingly felt among that delta people. They learned pro- 
foundly to revere the true, just, tender-hearted pastor, who 
rarely plead with them to seek their Savior, without deepest 
emotion and flowing tears. 



Each year marked growth in preaching power with Brother 
Guice. It was no uncommon comment to have his hearers ask- 
ing why so strong a preacher was sent to comparatively weak 
charges, when abilities and spirit mark such fitness for more 





responsible appointments. More and more he was in demand 
for revival work. Evangelistical spirit, convincing and direct, 
sympathetic and yearning, his Saviour was his ideal, and in 
fullness of his Lord’s spirit, he preached Christ with increasing 
effect. Many Christians under his pastorate date conversion 
and the new life in Jesus from his ministry to them. 



What more need be said; here was a man whose ministry 
wholly absorbed him. Looking neither right or left, he gave all 
he was and had, in glad donation to his Church. His warm 
heart drew the young people, and all children loved him. With 
like wide-heartedness he stopped to hear every troubled story, 
and his big kind hand went often to his pocket for temporary 
relief. He gave special attention to the collections imposed by 
the Conference, particularly missions, and Conference pension. 
These he would not fail to clear, while not neglecting the other 
— I have known him to pay more than half the total himself, 
where he believed his people over-burdened. 



At his best in the prime of his service, this soldier fell, and 
as we say, untimely. Vainly we strive to penetrate many mys- 
teries, incidents, consequences of life. Injured fatally by a 
speeding passenger engine, which was to take him to his weekly 
pastoral work, and night sermon at Lake Shore Station, of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, he lived but two hours, in- 
tensely suffering. Word of the tragedy spread quickly over 
Bay St. Louis, and sadness clouded the day. With Roman 
Catholic and Protestant alike, his name was high as a man of 
God. 



Following is an extract from the city paper, its editor not 
a Methodist, which pathetically speaks the general feeling: “It 

requires a more facile pen than ours to number the many 
virtues which dominated the gentle soul and kindly heart of 
him whose daily life and work so truly proclaimed him a man 
of God. To know him was to love him, and no one could come 
within the radius of his influence without feeling that he or she 
was made better by contact with one whose very life was a 
shining example of pure and undefiled Christianity. Dr. Guice’s 
earnest, quiet and unobtrusive labors in the community were 
being crowned with success, but his zeal and loyalty to his own 
creed were never permitted to interfere with or serve as a bar 
to his friendship, and for that reason there are today many tear- 
stained eyes and hearts heavy with sorrow outside those of his 
own flock. Truly a tragical death has removed from our midst 
a saintly man; one whose consecrated life surely found favor 







in the eyes of God. But the shock of its suddenness is in a 
measure softened by the thought that no one was ever better 
prepared to meet his Maker with so little warning — for it was 
well with his soul.” 

Death has stilled the husband and father’s heart, and mourn- 
ing darkened the home. The devoted delicate wife, a daughter, 
Mrs. P. B. Bell, two sons, Carroll and Hubert, with many 
other sorrowing relatives, will remember him. His brethren of 
the pastorate also will remember him; and we will remember 
him as one — 

“Who marched breast forward 

Never doubting that the clouds would break; 

Never feared though right were worsted, wrong would triumph; 
Held we fall to rise, are baffled to fight better — Sleep to wake.”

REV. ROBERT ANDREW SIBLEY. 




Rev. Robert Andrew Sibley, Sr., was born in Wayne County, 
Mississippi, November 11th, 1822. His father was John G. 
Sibley, and his mother Mary Marlow. He was reared from 
early life in Copiah County, Mississippi. In that County he was 
married to Miss Elvirah G. Scott, March 9th, 1848, and during 
October of the same year, in Gallatin, Mississippi, joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and was converted under 
the preaching of Rev. H. J. Harris, in August, 1849. Was 
licensed to exhort by Rev. Lorenzo Ercanbrack, April, 1850. Was 
licensed to preach November, 1850, and was recommended to 
the Annual Conference for admission on trial, 1851, from Pleas- 
ant Valley Church in the Bayou-Pierre circuit, Rev. D. M. Wig- 
gins being his pastor, and Rev. H. J. Harris his Presiding Elder. 
Brother Sibley was received on trial in the Mississippi Annual 
Conference at Clinton, Louisiana, December, 1851, when and 
where he began a long and useful career as an itinerant 
preacher. He served the Decatur Mission 1852-53. Was received 
into full connection at Canton, Mississippi, November, 1853. And 
at that conference was ordained Deacon by Bishop Capers. In 
1854, he served the Leaf River Mission; 1855. the Philadelphia 
Circuit. Was ordained Elder in November of the same year at 
Vicksburg, Mississippi, by Bishop Kavenaugh. Since that time 
and to the time of his superannuation he served the following 
charges in the Mississippi Conference: Livingston Mission, 

1856; Strong River Mission, 1857-58; South Jefferson Mission, 
1859-60; Scotland Circuit, 1861-62; Meadville Circuit, 1863-64-65; 
Homochitto Mission, 1866; Amite Circuit, 1867-68; Fayette Cir- 
cuit, 1869; Homochitto Mission, 1870; Brandywine, 1871; Tren- 
ton, 1872; Morton, 1873; Raleigh, 1874; Walnut Grove, 1875; 
Forest, 1876; Raleigh, 1877; Trenton, 1878-79; Leaf River, 1880; 
Raleigh, 1881-82; Cato, 1883; Shiloh, 1884; Westville, 1885; 
Trenton, 1886-87; Hillsboro, 1888; Strong River, 1889; Raleigh, 
1890-91-92-93; Homewood, 1894-95. He was superannuated in 



The dates and places which we find above reveal some com- 
forting and unusual facts. First, we find that Brother Sibley 
went to work for his Lord and Master, and in less than two 
years after he was converted joined the conference, where he 
labored without a break for 43 years, almost a half century. 
Second, we find that he was appointed to the Raleigh Circuit 





four separate terms of service as pastor, and the last time he 
served for four years, and was appointed three different times to 
the Trenton Circuit, Strong River Mission two terms, and the 
Homochitto Mission two terms, a record seldom made by our 
preachers. Brother Sibley spent his life as a preacher in Cen- 
tral and South Mississippi and East Louisiana, where many 
souls were led by him to Christ, and where he was known and 
loved by hundreds of people. Brother Sibley’s first wife died 
June the 29th, 1901. After more than a half century of self 
sacrifice and faithful service to her Lord and her husband’s 
work, for she was a good woman. To this union God gave five 
children, two sons and three daughters. Only two survive him. 
Rev. R. A. Sibley, an honored member of our conference and 
Mrs. J. C. Summer, of Jackson, Mississippi. He was married 
again in 1902, to Mrs. S. M. Lovitt, who lives to mourn his 
death. Brother Sibley was a strong preacher of the old Metho- 
dist type. He loved the Methodist Church and her doctrines 
next to his Lord, and his Bible. In fact, he firmly believed that 
his church and its teachings were in perfect harmony with God’s 
word, and born of the Spirit of God. Again, he was an energetic, 
enthusiastic man. He had no use for an idler, and he, himself, 
was never happier than when engaged in the raging battle 
against sin and satan, the author of sin. We find that his 
whole life as a pastor was spent on works that paid very small 
salaries. Sometimes forced to teach school or farm to make 
his family comfortable, yet so far as this writer has ever known, 
he never complained, but w r orked where his conference sent 
him. Life meant service with Brother Sibley. Now if self- 
sacrifice, self-denial, hard work, traveling over long, had roads, 
preaching God’s word, visiting, and praying with and for our 
people of all classes, is for the good of humanity, God only can 
estimate the contribution thus made by our departed Brother, 
for it was too great for the human mind to grasp or compre- 
hend. Brother Sibley’s faith in God was strong. He believed 
with Paul, “That the foundations of my God standeth sure.” 
In 1870, while serving the Homochitto Mission, he frequently 
visited my father’s home, in Jefferson County, Mississippi. This 
writer would sit for hours and listen to him and father talk, and 
used to wonder why father was always so glad to see Brother 
Sibley come to our country home. I think now I understand. 
They both loved and worshiped the same God, and loved each 
other. One night after he had preached in my father’s home 
I gave him my hand for church membership, 45 years ago last 
August, and endeavored to give God my childish heart. I owe 
much of what little I may be, to the influence of this man that 
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came into my life when a child. I loved him. Not many months 
ago, he penned these words to me: “You are one of the five 

or six sons in the ministry that God has given me.” I think 
that number is correct. He loved revival work. Would often 
praise his Lord aloud when souls were being born of God. After 
he was superannuated, he availed himself of every opportunity 
to preach, assisting in revival -work with good effect. His min- 
istry was a fruitful one. He is not dead, but lives here in the 
lives of many. He lives younder in realms sublime, where the 
unfolding mysteries of the glory of God will reveal to him, as 
the cycles of eternity roll, more and more the fullness of that 
“Rest that remaineth for the people of God.” On October 31st, 
1915, in his home at Trenton, Mississippi, he passed calmly and 
peacefully to his reward. Surrounded by loved ones and a 
number of friends. He was almost 93 years old. We can say of 
him: 

“Servant of God, well done, 

Rest from thy loved employ, 

The battles fought, the Victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 

May God grant to his only son the abundance of his grace, as he 
represents his father in the work, that he may be ready for 
every good word and work. Brethren of our conference, our 
senior member has answered to the roll call in glory. Soon all 
the men who toiled to make our work easier will have passed 
over the river, and rest under the shade of the tree of life. Let 
us too be faithful to the trust committed to us. Brother Sibley 
was laid to rest by the Masons, he being an honored member of 
that order. The funeral was conducted in the Methodist Church 
at Trenton by Brothers A. S. Byrd, C. M. Crossley, J. C. Ellis, 
and T. B. Winstead. He will sleep in the Zion Cemetery in 
Smith County till the resurrection morn.

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REV. HIRAM RICHARDSON CALDWELL. 



Hiram Richardson Caldwell was born in Ballard County, 
Kentucky, June 22, 1934. When a young man he mar- 

ried Miss Susan Ward of Kentucky. From this union there 
were three children. His wife died about 1870. He was married 
to Mrs. Mary Robertson of Holly Springs, Miss., March 31, 1872, 
with whom he lived happily until his death, which occurred at 
Mt. Olive, Miss., Nov. 25, 1915. Brother Caldwell joined the 
Kentucky Conference while a young man. He transferred from 
the Memphis Conference to the Mississippi Conference, now 
North Mississippi Conference, in 1871. He transferred to the 
Mississippi Conference in 1877. Brother Caldwell served the 
following works in the Mississippi Conferences: Clarksdale, 

three years; Fasonia, two years; Rolling Fork, two years; 
Ashland, three years; Holly Springs Circuit, two years; Benton 
Circuit, two years; Caseyville, three years; Sharon, three 
years; Tryus, two years; Gallman, one year; Fannin, three 
years. At his own request he was given a superannuate rela- 
tion in 1896. He then moved to Gallman, Mississippi, where he 
remained until 1908, when he removed to Mt. Olive, Mississippi, 
where he lived until his death. 

He leaves a devoted wife, who has toiled with him in the 
Master’s vineyard for nearly forty years; one son, one step-son 
and several grand children mourn their loss. He was buried 
at Mt. Olive, Mississippi, November 26, 1915. The funeral 
service was conducted by the writer, assisted by his pastor, 
Rev. W. J. Ferguson. 

Brother Caldwell was a good, forceful, preacher. He was a 
fine pastor, whom the people and all the children loved. He was 
bright and companionable in disposition. He had a high sense 
of honor and of financial obligations. He would not continue 
on the effective list when he was not able to do effective work. 
He paid all his bills promptly and died owing no man anything 
but love. He had very little patience with those who would not 
pay their debts. He was systematic and painstaking in his 
work. There was no compromise in his preaching or pretense 
in his work. His work was so well done that it abides and 
bears fruit. He was very helpful to the young preacher, al- 
ways encouraging, supporting him, giving him that fatherly 
advice so often needed, yet submitting to the leadership of his 




pastor and loyal to him at all times. It was under his ministry 
that this writer was licensed to preach and admitted into the 
Conference. He has been like a father to me up to his death. 
He had a bright smile for everyone. He was especially thought- 
ful and attentive to his wife; always giving expression of his 
affection and appreciation. I visited him much during his last 
illness. He talked much of dying, but always with anticipation 
of joy. He said he was ready and sometimes impatient to go. 
Some mornings when I would walk into his room he would say, 
“Billy, I am getting anxious to go home and be at rest.” He 
died in great peace. “Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord.”

ONE HUNDRED AND SECOND SESSION 



SIXTH DAY. 

OPENING 

Laurel, Mississippi, November 29, 1915.

Report of the Board of Lay Activities. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 



Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Lay Activities begs leave to re- 
port that the year has been characterized by a more systematic and a 
wider application of the forces of the Laymens’ Missionary Movement. 

While the efforts of the present year have been more fruitful than 
those of the past, yet we have fallen far short of the desire of our 
hearts. 

We would urge upon the pastors and presiding elders to use the 
laymen for various phases of church work. 

We recommend, in accordance with the suggestion of the Gen- 
eral Board on Lay Activities contained in their communication to our 
Conference and referred to us, that concerted effort be made during 
the first quarter to raise the Conference claims, thus avoiding the 
rush at the end of the year to collect everything in full. 

If this is carried out, together with the every member canvass, 
there will be greater results spiritually than we are getting today. 

We report that G. L. Harrell has been elected Conference Lay 
Leader by our Board. We urge the pastors, charge, and church lead- 
ers to see that all the literature of this movement is systematically 
distributed among the people. 

We recommend that the Financial Method for Methodists be 
placed in the hands of every Steward, at least, and so far as possible 
in the hands of every Methodist. We are glad to report that wherev- 
er the every member canvass has been made and the Financial 
Method followed it is an easier matter to raise all the funds in full. 

We suggest that, in as far as possible, the District Leaders be 
continued from year to year, at least through a quadrennium, thus 
enabling the Board to be more permanent in its organization.

The Board of Education was excused from attendance 
upon the Conference for a few minutes to hold a called meet- 
ing. 

Report No. Two of the Board of Missions was read and 
adopted, as follows : 

Report No. 2, of the Board of Missions. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Conference Board of Missions, beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

There has been collected this year for Home Missions, $2,721.60; 
for Conference Missions, $6,652.61; total, $9,324.21, on an assessment 
of $13,870.00; and for Foreign Missions, $9,471.92, on an assessment 
of $14,050.00. Collected for specials, $1,349.40. Total for Missions, 
$20,195.53. 

In this hour, when the nations of Europe are pouring out blood 
and treasure without stint in the terrible war now in progress, the 
missionary activities of these nations being thereby sadly crippled, 
the churches of North America face the greatest Missionary oppor- 
tunity and also the most tremendous responsibility ever known in the 
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history of Christianity. God has given America gigantic resources, 
and has swung wide open the door of every heathen land, in order 
that she may have a giant’s share in the world’s evangelization. 
The whole heathen world is astir, and is looking to the Christians of 
North America in this crucial hour for mental and spiritual leadership 
and enlightenment. As one missionary well says, “What we do in 
the next ten years will mean more than the work of the succeeding 
one hundred years.” 

We respectfully request our pastors and laymen to co-operate 
dilligently with us, and with our General Board, in the following 
missionary policy for 1916: 

1. Full payment of the missionary assessments on every charge. 
As our General Secretaries put it, “To pay out, to average thirty- 
three cents a year to the General Board, our two million members 
would introduce a new era for missions. It would mean, small as it 
looks, an increase of $225,000 on income. That would put us over 
the bar. It would wipe out the debt at once, and leave the Board 
free to advance.” 

2. Dilligent effort to increase the number of churches, Sunday 
schools and individuals assuming regular “Specials,” that is, those 
included in the budget of the General Board. At present about seven 
hundred and fifty “Specials” are being cared for, and the number is 
rapidly increasing. If no church during the past five or six years, had 
taken a “Special,” we would have been forced to recall one fourth 
of the men in the mission field. 

3. The enlistment and training of the young in our Sunday 
schools and Epworth Leagues, in accordance with the plan wrought 
out and endorsed by our General Conference. Throughout the year 
1916 the Sunday schools of Southern Methodism will have their at- 
tention directed to the “China Special.” We bespeak for Rev. J. L. 
Neill, the Joint Field Agent of our Sunday School Board and Mission 
Board, the hearty co-operation of all our pastors and Sunday school 
workers. 

4. An every-member canvass in every charge during the month 
of January, or as early in the year as practicable; and the introduc- 
tion of the weekly or monthly duplex envelope system. 

5. The chief emphasis should be put upon the spiritual. Well 
has it been said that “our task is a spiritual and superhuman task; 
and it requires — it must have — super-human and spiritual power, to 
succeed.” Let fervent intercession be made daily for our missionaries, 
for the various mission fields, and for greater responsiveness on the 
part of the church at home. 

We respectfully recommend the observance of Easter Sunday as 
Missionary Rally Day, at which time it is expected that a missionary 
offering be taken. We suggest a missionary sermon be preached the 
Sunday preceeding. 

We are gratified to note that so large a measure of success has 
attended the efforts of our Conference Evangelists, Revs. D. E. Kelly, 
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and T. J. Norsworthy. We recommend the appointment of Rev. D. E. 
Kelly as Conference Evangelist for the ensuing year; Rev. T. J. 
Norsworthy, Local Elder, will serve the church as a general evangelist 
under the direction of our Conference Committee on Evangelism. 

On account of the war in Europe, the number of ships and sailors 
arriving at Gulfport this year has been about one third the usual 
number. Consequently the sphere of usefulness of our Seaman’s 
Bethel has been greatly lessened. Our mission work there, however, 
has been kept up, and when the war cloud passes it will become in- 
creasingly important and necessary. We recommend the re-appoint- 
ment of Rev. W. T. Griffin as Superintendent of the Sailors’ Rest for 
1916. 

We recommend the election of the following committee on Evan- 
gelism, viz: 

C. W. Crisler, H. B. Watkins, W. B. Jones, W. S. F. Tatum, and 
P. H. Enochs. 

We congratulate the good women of our Church upon the gratify- 
ing progress being made in the work of the Woman’s Missionary 
Society, as indicated by their annual report, a copy of which is ap- 
pended herewith. 

The Auditing Committee, consisting of M. M. Black and H. Mel- 
lard, has examined the books of the Treasurer, and its report will 
appear in the minutes. 

The assessment for Foreign Missions for 1916 has been fixed 
at $14,800.00; and the assessment for Home and Conference Missions 
at $13,870.00. Of this latter amount $4,320.00 has been assessed by 
our General Board for connectional Home Missions.

The report of the Board of Education was read, amended, 
and adopted, as follows : 

Report of the Board of Education. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We have had before us the reports of the Gen- 
eral Board, of the Educational Commission, of the Department of 
Ministerial Supply and Training, and of our several educational insti- 
tutions. 

We are gratified to learn from these various sources of informa- 
tion that the educational work of the church shows a healthful condi- 
tion, and has a hopeful outlook. 

We take special pride in the auspicious launching of our new 
Universities, Emory at Atlanta, and the Southern Methodist, at Dallas. 
We urge our people to give our own universities their hearty support, 
contributing in every possible way to their growth and patronage. 
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Port Gibson Female College. 

The report of the Trustees of Port Gibson Female College indi- 
cates a healthy condition in this school. We rejoice in all the pros- 
perity that comes to this, the oldest of our schools. 

Ninety-nine students have been enrolled to date, as against eighty- 
eight at the same time last year. 

The religious atmosphere is very gratifying. A revival in the 
Methodist Church during the year resulted in bringing into the 
Church all in the College department who were not already members. 
The College has a flourishing Epworth League, which holds its regu- 
lar meetings on Sunday afternoon. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. T. J. O’Neil as President. 
We recommend the appointment of Dr. H. W. Featherstun as Agent 
of the Port Gibson Female College. 

Millsaps College. 

The report of Millsaps College shows the enrollment in the col- 
lege proper to be larger than the total enrollment in that department 
last session, and is well in advance of the entire enrollment in that 
department in any sessiop in the history of the college. All classes 
from the freshman to the senior, are unprecedentedly full. The re- 
ligious life of the student body, as indicated by an aggressive and 
well-supported Young Men’s Christian Association, and a number of 
Bible and mission study classes, is worthy of great praise. 

Millsaps’s greatest needs are three: 1. A dormitory for the 

upper class men; this is necessary for their adequate accommodation, 
and for the securing of cheapness of board, the lack of which puts 
the college at a disadvantage in its competition with other institu- 
tions of the state. 

2. A chair of Biblical Theology, where an adequate course can 
be given in the study of the Bible, and the methods of Christian work, 
as introductory to the courses in our two theological schools. 

3. A gymnasium, which, with the work of a physical director, 
will give the student body thorough physical training. 

In giving free tuition to fourteen young preachers, thirty-nine 
preachers children, and a number of scholarships to her students, 
Millsaps College is doing a large benevolent work. 

The Board unanimously endorses the following resolution passed 
by the Board of Trustees at its last meeting in June. 

“Inasmuch as the commencement of 1917 will mark the comple- 
tion of the first quarter century of the life of Millsaps College, it 
would seem wise for the Board of Trustees to begin the forming of 
plans for the fitting celebration of that anniversary.” 

We recommend that Dr. A. F. Watkins be appointed President of 
Millsaps College. 
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Mississippi Conference Training School. 

We are gratified over the success which has attended the Missis- 
sippi Conference Training School at Montrose, Mississippi, under the 
efficient management of the President, Rev. J. S. Purcell. We recom- 
mend the appointment of Rev. J. S. Purcell as President. We recom- 
mend that this school in the future give a certificate of work done, 
instead of the A.B. or B.S. degree. 

Whitworth Female College. 

In the matter of the proposed amendment to the charter of Whit- 
worth Female College, it is the sense of the Board: 

1. That we approve the amendment of the said charter, as sug- 
gested by the Board of Trustees, a copy of which is submitted here- 
with. 

2. That we recommend the following named persons as Trustees, 

and request their election by the Annual Conference, viz: Thad B.

S. Weems, Sr., and W. M. Williams. 

3. That the first named five (5) be elected for a term of two 
(2) years; the second five for four (4) years; and the third five (5) 
for six (6) years. 

4. That the Secretary of the present Board of Trustees be in- 
structed to present the amended charter to the Governor for his ap- 
proval, and that the Trustees herein provided for meet and organize 
under the provisions of the charter, as soon as practicable. 

We desire to express to Dr. Cooper and the Board of Trustees of 
Whitworth Female College, our appreciation of the magnificent im- 
provements they have made and are making in the addition of 
buildings and better equipment. We earnestly appeal to our pastors 
to open the way for Dr. Cooper, his agent, or that of the Board of 
Trustees, for the securing of funds to carry on the work of improve- 
ment which they are faithfully and wisely making. 

We recommend the appointment of Dr. I. W. Cooper as President 
of the College. 

Seashore Camp Ground School. 

Your Board is pleased to note the growing attendance upon the 
Seashore Camp Ground School. We endorse the application of the 
Trustees of this institution to the General Board for assistance in the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00). 

We recommend the appointment of H. W. Van Hook to the Pres- 
idency of the school.

The report of the Board of Church Extension was read, 
and adopted, as follows: 

Report of the Board of Church Extension. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren: — The annual letter sent to your Board from the 
General Office at Louisville, Kentucky, shows that the total receipts 
on Church Extension for the year closing March 31, 1915, amounted 
to $385,798.50, which is the largest total contribution to the Church 
Extension Fund that has been made during any year of its history. 

The work of Church Extension is growing each year, and the 
demand for help from this Board also increases. The General Board 
Loan Fund is now $671,436.19. We heartily endorse the purpose of 
the General Board to increase its loan fund capital until it reaches at 
least $1,000,000.00. And since it is their plan to send out a call for 
a special loan fund day, during the ensuing year, w r e would urge our 
pastors to observe that day, whenever practicable, take a collection 
therefor, the amount raised to be added to our conference loan fund 
capital, unless specially directed otherwise. 
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For the past five years we have been using 25 per cent of our 
receipts as a conference loan fund, and it is our purpose to continue 
that policy. The fund now amounts to $2,500.00. 

We would urge our pastors to make a liberal use of the literature 
published by the Board for free distribution that our people may see 
the need and value of this work. Our Sunday Schools ought to be 
given an opportunity everywhere to contribute to the Sunday School 
loan fund. 

We are glad to note that the new office building of the General 
Board will be ready for occupancy by the 1st of January, 1916, and 
that they have arranged for the dedication services to take place at 
the time of the annual meeting of the Board, which will be held from 
May 6th to 9th, inclusive, 1916. 

The General Board has also called for a meeting of conference 
Board representatives to be held at the time and place in connec- 
tion with the General Board. Your Board has selected as their rep- 
resentatives, L. E. Alford and W. D. Davis, the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Board to attend the meeting. 

Applications. 

We had before us thirteen applications for donation to churches 
asking for the sum of $3,575.00, and one asking for a loan of $600.00. 
We had six applications for aid to parsonages, asking for $1,150.00, 
and one asking for a loan of $500.00. The total amount asked for in 
donations and loans to churches and parsonages, was $5,825.00. We 
had at our disposal for donations and loans, $2,399.45. With that con- 
dition before us, only enough to grant 40 per cent, some claims had 
to be denied altogether and others given only a part of their re- 
quests.

Report No. Two of the Sunday School Board was read, 
and adopted as follows: 

Report No. 2, Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We rejoice to note a forward movement in Sun- 
day School work throughout the Church. 

The late report of the General Board indicates a quickening of 
interest and progress in many directions. 

Our Sunday school periodicals are more widely circulated than 
at any previous time. The gain in their circulation during the year, 
exclusive of the Missionary Messenger was 61,448 copies. The Visi- 
tor and “Boys and Girls” are publications designed to furnish whole- 
some reading for our youth and children. We believe they fulfill this 
purpose, and therefore think that every Sunday school in our Church 
should be supplied with them. The Missionary Messenger has been 
discontinued as a separate publication, but its features will be in- 
cluded in “The Workers Council” and we recommend that each pastor 
see that his superintendent and officers are furnished with this month- 
ly, so that they may keep thoroughly posted on the live matters pre- 
sented therein, including the Missionary program. 

We note with interest, Dr. Bulla reports, that “The Wesley Bible 
Class Movement” succeeds more and more. There are now 5,700 en- 
rolled classes with a membership of one hundred and seventy thou- 
sand. 

We believe one of our greatest needs is properly trained teach- 
ers and because of this there is urgent reason for teacher training 
classes to be organized and maintained where it is possible. 
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It is with deep sorrow that we record the departure of our brother 
Dr. H. M. Hamil, who wrought so effectually, as superintendent of 
this work in our Church. 

We receive heartily the selection of the General Board as his suc- 
cessor, and feel that in the person of J. W. Shackford, we have a 
competent man to carry on this work. 

Brother A. L. Dietrich, secretary of the Gulf division, has devoted 
a part of his time to the work in our Conference and has greatly 
helped in laying the importance of the Sunday school cause on the 
hearts of our people. We appreciate his wise counsel in the delib- 
erations of our Board. 

Brother R. A. Maddox resigned his position as Field Secretary 
September 15, and since that time we have had no field worker. 

Under an arrangement with the Board of Missions a joint secre- 
tary will be employed the coming year. 

We would respectfully call attention to the requirement of para- 
graph 271 of the Discipline of 1914: That pastors make a report of 

their Sunday schools, to the Annual Conference Sunday School Board. 
This was overlooked by a majority of the brethren this year. 

The reports this year indicate a better organization of our Sun- 
day school work, and greater spiritual results, and there is promise 
of continued and increasing success for the years to come.

The report of the Committee on Publishing Interests was 
read and adopted, as follows: 

Report of Committee on Publishing Interest. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 



Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on Publishing Interests pre- 
sents the following report: 

Notwithstanding unfavorable financial conditions growing out of 
the European war which have injuriously affected almost every line 
of business in our country, our Publishing House reports a volume of 
business only $3,449.99 less than that of the year preceding which 
you will recall was the best year in its history. In a business of 
practically one million dollars per annum under the conditions exist- 
ing, the House has been able to pay $15,000 for Conference claimants. 



Sunday School Literature. 

The Sunday Schools of America face the greatest opportunity in 



their history, and the literature used therein is of vital importance. 
We are glad to note the splendid Sunday School publications issued 
by our House and urge that all our schools make use of the same. 



Missionary Voice. 

The Missionary Voice retains its high standard of excellency 
We commend it as a most instructive publication, and of untold worth 
in imparting missionary information and stimulating zeal for missions. 



Epworth Era. 

The Epworth Era has increased its circulation during the year 
and now has 18,000 subscribers. The change from a weekly to a 
monthly journal has not made it self-sustaining, and a loss of 
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$4,498.69 is reported during the past year. This loss is in part due to 
unpaid subscriptions. 

The Methodist Quarterly Review. 

With profound sorrow we learned of the death of the accom- 
plished scholar and interesting author, Dr. Gross Alexander. We, 
however, commend the wisdom of the Book Committee in electing 
Dr. H. M. DuBose as Book Editor and Editor of the Methodist Quar- 
terly Review. The record of this man of God promises much for the 
Review in the days which are to come. We welcome him as Editor 
of The Methodist Quarterly Review and pledge him our hearty co- 
operation. 

The Advocate. 

The Nashville Advocate retains its high standard of excellency, 
and is a weekly paper of rare merit. It stands for the best in Metho- 
dist doctrine and polity. It goes to 14,700 subscribers, yet this comes 
far short in paying the cost of the publication. The loss on this 
paper for the past year has been $8,333.65. We would ask for an 
increased circulation. It should not only be found in the home of 
the pastor, but of every official member. 

The New Orleans Christian Advocate. 

The New Orleans Christian Advocate is second to none in South- 
ern Methodism. Its subject matter rings true to the Church and to 
high ideals in civic and State life. Bishops Hoss and Candler pro- 
nounce it one among the best of the Advocate family. We note with 
pleasure the successful work of the editor and publisher of this 
paper, and their re-election to office. 

The present circulation of this paper is 6,500, a decrease some- 
what under last year. This is to be regretted, for our people need 
the Advocate to become strong, intelligent, Christians. There never 
was a time when the church more needed her doctrines and polity 
clearly set forth and maintained. If the church is to have a gracious 
revival of religion, of missionary spirit, of educational interest, of 
honoring God with our substance, we must have an enlarged sense of 
the necessity of the circulation of Christian literature. 

As a forward movement we endorse the plan of the Publishing 
Committee: That we set 10,000 subscribers as the minimum number 

that we should arrange to secure at once and that Conference co- 
operate in putting on a suitable campaign to produce this result. Of 
the 3,500 new subscriptions we would recommend the following ap- 
portionment: 1,300 subscribers from the Mississippi Conference; 

1,300 from the North Mississippi Conference, and 900 from the Louis- 
iana Conference. At present only one out of 22 members in the 
North Mississippi Conference; one out of 24 members in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference, and one out of 20 members in the Louisiana 
Conference subscribe for the New Orleans Christian Advocate. With 
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united effort we should at once make the number, one subscriber for 
every twelve members; this would give us our 10,000 subscribers. 

Joint Action With Other Conferences. 

Whereas, The last General Conference recommended that the 
Church itself own and control all its authorized Church papers, and 
that the Book Committee be charged with the duty of dividing the 
whole Church territory into several districts and of seeking to com- 
bine papers where there are more than needed in any given area; 
and also that each Annual Conference select commissioners to effect 
a change from private to Conference ownership wherever practicable, 
and to otherwise co-operate with the General Committee, and 

Whereas, The Book Committee has suggested tentative areas and 
combinations, but much preliminary work will be required to effect the 
necessary readjustments; therefore 

Be it resolved, That this, the Mississippi Conference, is heartily 
in sympathy with the general purpose of these recommendations, and 
in order to prepare the way for definite negotiations, we appoint the 
following three Commissioners: J. M. Morse, T. W. Adams and B. F. 
Jones, and authorize and instruct them to confer with the Commis- 
sioners of any other Conference who may desire to co-operate with 
this Conference, provided that our Publishing Interest shall not be 
moved from New Orleans, and that no agreement shall become binding 
or plan effective until ratified by this Conference. 

The term of T. W. Adams as member of the Publishing Com- 
mittee expires with this Conference. We recommend the appoint- 
ment of J. T. Leggett to the vacancy.

The report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance was 
read and adopted, as follows: 

Report of Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren: — We are very thankful to God for the institu- 
tion of the Holy Sabbath Day, and for all it means to us. But while 
we are grateful to God for this blessed Sabbath Day, we deplore the 
fact that there is a tendency to depreciate the sanctity, place, and 
significance, of the Holy Sabbath, and as a result a large part of our 
people do not observe the day in either spirit or letter. But on the 
other hand they prostitute the sanctity of the day in fishing, hunting, 
playing baseball, auto-riding, frequenting cold drink stands, doing 
ordinary work therein, and using Sunday trains when it could be 
otherwise avoided, especially the Sunday excursion. 

It is a deplorable fact that some of our preachers use the Sun- 
day trains; they forget the fact as well as others (1) That the Sab- 
bath is a day set apart by God for rest and worship, and that we are 
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commanded by Him to “remember the Sabbath Day to keep it holy.” 

(2) That when the Sabbath is used for purposes other than God 
intended we destroy the very foundation upon which Christianity is 
builded and propagated. 

(3) That citizenship is determined largely by the observance or 
non-observance of the Sabbath. 

(4) That we, your committee, earnestly request that every 
preacher, preach on Sabbath observance at least once during the next 
Conference year; not only condemning the violation of the laws of 
God and the State in the prostitution of the Sabbath; but on the 
origin of the Sabbath, its place and sanctity and significance; and 
urge the people to respect and regard the Holy Sabbath as instituted 
by God.

The work of the American Bible Society appeals to our ministry 
and membership alike, as one of the greatest agencies for good 
coming within our scope of activities, and we rejoice to know that 
the year 1915 was one of large prosperity, the Society having dis- 
tributed over five million copies of the Word of God. 

We note in their annual report that calls are coming from every 
open door in our mission fields and from the contending armies in 
Europe. The Society is making donations and distributing Bibles and 
portions of the Scriptures in the many languages to sailors and immi- 
grants coming to our county, and also establishing a distributing 
station on the Panama Canal Zone, and they are asking us to stand by 
them in all these operations.

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The report of the Epworth League Board was read and 
adopted, as follows: 

Report of the Epworth League Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — It was estimated a few years ago by Dr. H. M. 
Dubose that at least one thousand men were in the ministry through 
the spiritual influence of the Epworth League, and that the League 
has made large contributions of choice men and women to the mis- 
sionary forces of the Church both in home and foreign fields. Dr. F. 
S. Parker, our Epworth League Secretary of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, says: “The League affords fellowship for our young 

people.” It is supposed to reach a few, and train them for service. 
In the patronizing Conferences there were thirty League Conferences 
held this last summer where over five thousand persons were in 
attendance and over fifty persons come from these as volunteers 
for the mission fields. 

The different Conference minutes show an increase of ninety- 
nine chapters, whereas, the Secretary from the central office reports 
about three hundred increase in the number of chapters. We com- 
mend the Epworth Era, and recommend it as a journal which if read 
bv our people, will be very helpful to them in an intellectual and 
spiritual way. We insist that every League observe Epworth Era 
night, the second Sunday in January, and that the pastors aid in 
putting it through. Programs and literature for the occasion may be 
obtained from the central office. It may be remembered that all 
literature for the League may be obtained from the same source. We 
urge that a District Epworth League Conference be held in every 
Presiding Elder’s District.

Brothers Walker Greer and 
Clifford Field, resigned as members of the Board, and we recommend 
that Brothers M. B. Bowman and John Kittrell be elected to succeed 
them. 

Brother J. L. Neill resigned as President of the Board and Bro. 
W. D. Hawkins was elected in his place.
